MR.  CHAIRMAN, 

Tho  annual  reports  for  the  years  1953  and  1954  ^re  given  herewith. 

The  statistics,  so  far  as  they  are  an  index  to  the  health  of  the  district, 
are  satisfactory.  Good  housing,  good  piped  water  and,  in  a  lesser  degree, 
good  sewerago  are  to  be  found  in  combination  in  most  of  the  larger  villages. 

A  person  accustomed  to  these  amenities  in  a  large  town  need  not  suffer  a 
sense  of  deprivation  by  living  here. 

The  last  25  years  have  been  years  of  revolution  in  the  science 
of  the  cure  and  prevention  of  disease.  Diseases  caused  by  bacteria  have 
diminished  in  virulence  under  attack  by  sulphonamide  drugs,  penicillin, 
streptomycin  and  other  anti-biotic s;  pneumonia,  venereal  diseases,  puerperal 
sepsis  and  sepsis  in  general  can  be  cured  if  treated  timely  and  adequately. 
Diphtheria  has  diminished  most  spectacularly  through  immunisation,  and  typhoid 
and  dysentery  and  other  bowel  diseases  through  protection  of  water  supplies. 
Bowel  diseases  might  be  largely  diminished  by  an  improvement  in  the  handling, 
processing  and  serving  of  food. 

Success  of  the  battle  against  bacterial  diseases  has  brought  into 
prominence  tho  diseases  caused  by  viruses.  These  are  Infantile  Paralysis 
(Anterior  Poliomyelitis),  Smallpox,  Whooping  Gough,  Measles  and  Influenza, 
and  no  doubt  a  number  of  other  diseases  of  doubtful  causation.  The  nature 
of  viruses  is  not  certainly  known,  but  they  are  much  smaller  than  bacteria* 
Drugs  with  effect  on  bacteria  have  no  effect  on  viruses,  which  fact  emphasises 
a  difference  in  nature*

GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Northampton  and  Kettering,  examines 
material  submitted  by  general  practitioners  in  the  area,  and  also  carries  out 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  water  and  other  samples  submitted  from  this 
district. 

It  also  carries  out  examinations  of  milk  samples  by  the  Methylene  Blue  and 
Phosphatase  tests. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  supplies  and  presumptive  B.  Coli  tests  are  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Analyst,  Cambridge. 

(b)  Diphtheria  Anti -Toxin. 

A  supply  of  anil-toxin  is  kept  at  Rushden  Sanatorium,  Doddington  Road  Hospital, 
Wellingborough  and  the  General  Hospital,  Kettering. 

(c)  Ambulances.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supplies, 

Of  the  fifty-one  parishes  in  the  district,  thirty-nine  are  now  supplied 
with  main  water  from  Regional  Schemes,  and  constructional  work  is  now  being 
carried  out  to  supply  further  parishes  in  the  Northern  lire a. 

During  the  post-war  years  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
provision  of  main  water  supplies  throughout  the  district,  and  when  the  present 
schemes  hove  been  completed  the  water  supply  position  will  compare  very  favour 
ably  with  that  existing  in  any  similar  rural  area  in  the  County, 

The  development  of  a  new  source  of  supply  at  Tixover  will  ensure  adequate 
water  services  for  the  villages  of  Blatherwycke ,  Bulwick,  Collyweston,  Deene, 
Deenethorpe,  Duddington,  Easton-on-the-Hill,  Fineshade,  Harringvvorth,  Laxton 
and  Wakerley. 

In  every  parish  where  new  mains  are  laid,  the  Council  are  ensuring  that 
every  house  is  connected  to  the  supply  wherever  practicable* 

The  parishes  of  Apethorpe,  King’s  Cliffe,  Islip  and  Ashton  have  private 
water  supplies. 

Regular  routine  analyses,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological,  are  made 
of  all  public  water  supplies  throughout  the  area.
